Executive order No, 5, 
issued late last week for- 
mally directed the deport- 
ments of government to 
prorate their funds for the 
remainder of the fiscal 
year, which ends Sept. 30, 
1963. 

After Seymore Tram- 
mell, the Finance Director, 
surveyed the law relative 
to the State’s general funds, 
he found that some $26 mil- 
lion was ‘‘proratable.”’ 

This means that it was 
necessary to reduce expen- 
ditures about 10 per cent 
for the entire year in or- 
der to reduce expenses the 
necessary $2.7 million. 

However, the fiscal year 
is almost half over, sothis 
means that a 20 per cent 
proration is necessary to 
proration is necessary to 
bring expensitures back 
into line with anticipated 
receipts. 

Governor Wallace, in 
announcing proration, 
Strongly urged that cuts 
be made in equipment pur- 
chases, travel, and all 
Operational expenses ex- 
cept salaries, 

The Governor said he 
wanted every effort made to 
keep from reducing the sal- 
aries of state employees. 

The final order came 
after several weeks hear- 
ings on the State’s finan- 
ces by the Interim Study 
Committee.

Deadline Nears For 
Korean Conflict Vets 
To Complete Studies 


Veterans taking education 
or training courses under the 
Korean GI Bill are reminded 
by the Veterans Administra- 
tion that they may have to 
*€cram’’ or double up classes 
to reach their goal as the 
deadline for such courses is 
now only two years away. 

Congress has set January 
31, 1965, as the cut-off date 
for the Korean readjustment 
program of education and 
training for veterans without 
service-connected disabili- 
ties. 

Most Korean Conflict veter- 


ans have been eligible for 36 
months of readjustment cours- 
ses but now only 24 months 
remain before the final dead- 
line, Paul H. Tubb, Chief, 
Vocational Rehabilitation and 
Education Division, VA Re- 
gional Office in Montgomery, 
pointed out. 

To be eligible for such re- 
adjustment education or train- 
ing the veteran must have had 
active service at any time 
between June 27, 1950, and 
January 31, 1955. He also 
must have served at least 90 


days inless discharged sooner 
y 


tor a disability incurred in 
active service. 

Eligible veterans may ch- 
oose their own type of train- 
ing in any school or establish- 
ment approved by an appro- 
priate state agency. 

They may enroll in schools 
or colleges, take on-the-job 


training, enroll in institutional 


on-farm training or other pro- 
grams which combine school 
and job training or select cor- 
respondence school courses, 
Veterans will receive an al- 
lowance each month to meet 
part of their training and 
living expenses, 

The first step is to obtain 
necessary application forms 
at the VA Regional Office, 
474 South Court Street, Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, Tubb said.

But do you know that 
there are still more than 
14 million persons living 
on farms? And do youknow 
that the value of farm pro- 
ducts sold in 1962 was 
more than 35 billion dol- 
lars, and that the farm In- 
vestment in real estate 
alone is more than 130 
billion dollars not to men- 
tion macninery, livestock, 
and other productive im- 
provements, 

Instead of being too 
much concerned about our 
surplus agriculture pro- 
duction maybe we should 
be making more definite 
plans for the future, Within 
the next 20 years, the po- 
pulation of the U, S, is 
expected to increase 30 
percent - to 245 million. 
No one seriously doubts 
the American farmer’s 
ability to meet this chal- 
lenge, but our confidence 
is based on the fact that 
tomorrow's farmer must 
and will be even better 
educated than the farmer 
of today. This is the place 
of vocational agriculture 
and FFA - to train us to 
meet this challenge, 


March 15 
Deadline To 
Release 


March 15, 1963 is the last 
date for farmers to release 
their 1963 cotton allotments 
to the County ASC Commit- 
tee, This announcement was 
made here today by Mr. Roy 
L. Ellis, chairman of the 
Coffee County ASC Commit- 
tee. Mr. Ellis stated that 
March 15 is a very important 
date to cotton farmers who 
do not intend to plant their 
full 1963 cotton allotment. 
The reason for this, he stated, 
is that the law required that 
a farmer either plant or re- 
lease to the County ASC Com 
mittee at least 75 percent 
of his 1963 cotton allotment 
in order to protect the cotton 
history for his farm for fu- 
ture years. 

Acreage in the Conservation 
Reserve Program of the Soil 
Bank at the regular rate will 
be considered as land plant- 
ed to allotment crops for the 
purpose of meeting the 75 
percent requirement, 

In order to release cotton 
acreage, farmers must sign 
certain forms at the County 
ASCS Office on or before 
March 15. Mr. Ellis urges 
all farmers who have any 
questions on this matter to 
contact the county office as 
soon as possible. 

Farmers releasing cotton 
allotment acreage may not 
designate the farm to which 
the County ASC Committee 
reapportions the acreage. 
Present law, likewise, does 
not authorize a farmer to sell 
or lease a cotton allotment 
to another farmer.

Alabama’s Capitol has 
traditionally been knownas 
the ‘‘Birthplace of the Con- 
federacy’’ for the last 100 
years and it {ts truly one of 
the nation’s greatest points 
of jnterest, extremely rich 
in historical background. It 
is here that the Confeder- 
ate States of America had 
its beginning as a govern- 
ment, 

On January 7, 1861, the 
Alabama Secession Con- 
vention met in the hall of 
the House of Representa- 
tives in the Capitol Build- 
ing at Montgomery.

To Report 
Earnings 


Farmers perhaps 
more than any other group 
in the population ~- are 
keenly aware of the changes 
Wrought in nature by the 
four seasons, They have 
to be = their livelihoods 
depend almost entitely on 
how they plan for and ad- 
just: thelr activities to the 
cycle of the seasons. 

Another time of the year 
that farmers are alert to 
has again arrived. This 
is the time when they be- 
gin looking over the books 
to see what they must re- 
port to Uncle Sam on their 
Federal income tax returng 
for the year just past. And 
they know that since 1955, 
these same tax returns and 
the contributions paid with 
them built social security 
protection for them and 
their families against the 
loss of income that comes 
with disability, untimely 
\death, or retirement, 

It isn’t just the farmer 
who has an especially good 
year who earns social 
year who earns social 
security credits. There 
{s an optional method of 
reporting for farmers 
whose net earnings in 1962 
were low or non-existent, 
It works like this; 

(1) If a farmer’s gross 
income from agricultural 
self-employment is not 
more than $1,800, he may 
count as his net farm earn- 
ings either his actual net 
or two-thirds of his farm 
gross income; 

(2) If his gross farm in- 
come is more than $1,800, 
and the net farm earnings 
are less than $1,200, he may 
use either his actual net 
or $1,200; 

But if his gross farm 
income is more than $1,800, 
and his net farm earnings 
are $1,200 or more, he 
must use the actual amount 
of his net earnings, 

Because of the option 
available, a self-employed 
farmer witha grossincome 
as low as $600 can obtain 
social security credit for 
1962 - and so build pro- 
tection for himself in his 
old age, or if he becomes 
disabled, and protection for 
his survivors in case of 
death, 

Some farm owners who 
receive cash-rent or crop 
shares from tenant farm- 
ers Can get social security 
credit for that income. If 
the farm landlord (or his 
agent), under his agree- 
ment with histenant, mate- 
rially participates in the 
production or management 
of production of the farm 
crops raised on his land, 
this income may be re- 
ported for social security 
purposes,

forms can be obtained at 
the Internal Revenue Of- 
fice. If you have any quest- 
ions about old-age, sur- 
vivors, or disability insur- 
ance, see your social se~ 
curity office,

HOO YEARS AGO 


H,D, CLAYTON 


GENERAIT 


One hundred years ago 
this week, Colonel H, Dp, 
Clayton of Clayton, Alas 
bama, commanded the 39th 
and 26th Alabama Vol- 
unteer Infantry Regiments 
at Shelbyville, Tennessee, 
He was soon promoted to 
brigadier-general and gi- 
ven command of a division, 
including the 18th, 32nd, 
26th, 38th, and 58th Ala~ 
bama Regiments and at 
Arkansas Battery, 

General Clayton disin- 
guished himself from the 
beginning to the end of the 


war. When the war began 
he was a member of the 
Alabama legislature from 


Barbour County. He was 
placed in charge of the 
First Alabama Voluntee: 
regiment by Governor A.B, 
Moore and elected Colonel 
of the regiment. The First 
Alabama Volunteers, asthe 


name indicates, were 
among the first to rally 
to the call of Alabama, 
They were stationed at 


Pensacola in the first mon- 
ths of the war. 

At the end of one year 
of service, Clayton asked 
permission to organize a 
regiment for three years 
of service. He organized 
the 39th Alabama Reg- 
iment at Opelika and com- 
manded the regiment in 
General Bragg’s Kentucky 


campaign, during which he}! 


was wounded at Murfrees- 
boro, His brother, Joseph 
Clayton, Captain of Com- 
pany H of the 39th, was 
killed in the same battle, 
Henry D, Clayton was 
appointed brigadier-gen- 
eral, April 25, 1863,(later 
major-general) and fought 
in many of the important 
battles of the Army of 
Tennessee for the re- 
mainder of the war. His 
troops covered the retreat 
of the Confederate Army 
after the disastrous Bat- 
tle of Nashville (Decem- 
ber 16, 1864), He surrend- 
ered with Joseph E, John- 
ston’s force at Bentonville, 
N, C., in April, 1865. 
After the war Clayton 
returned to the practice 
of law and to farming. He 
served as circuit judge of 
the Third Alabama Judi- 
cial district for many years 
after the war, In 1886, he 
becarie President of the 
University of Alabama and 
served there as president 
until his death in 1889,
